1 . We are the original, joint inventors of the subject matter claimed and disclosed 
in the above-captioned application. 

2. We have been informed that the above-captioned application, U.S. Application 
Serial No. 09/715,872 was filed November 15, 2000 ("the Application") which claims priority 
to provisional application 60/165,479 filed November 15, 1999. 

3 . We submit this Declaration for the purpose of providing evidence that the 

subject matter claimed in the Application was conceived and reduced to practice in the United 

States of America as of a date prior in time to September 13, 1999.

4. We have also been informed that the document "Name Change Reflects CVS' 
Commitment to E-commerce" (hereinafter, "Name Change" a copy of which is attached hereto 
as Exhibit A) was cited against the claims pending in the Application. 

5. We have been informed that the effective date of "Name Change" as an alleged 
prior art reference is September 13, 1999. 

6. We have read and understood "Name Change," attached as Exhibit A. 

7. To establish the conception and reduction to practice of our invention prior to 
September 13, 1999, we provide evidence in the form of a Pharmacy Phase II: Electronic 
Commerce Infrastructure Specification which was created July 6, 1999 and modified between 
July 15, 1999 and July 28, 1999 (a copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit B), and a 
Pharmacy Phase II: Database Management System Integration dated July 1, 1999 (a copy of 
which is attached hereto as Exhibit C) which provide documentary evidence that the invention 
recited in the currently pending claims was conceived and reduced to practice as of a date prior 
in time to September 13, 1999. Some portions of these Exhibits have been redacted to protect 
the confidential information disclosed therein. 

8. The system and method described in Exhibits B and C provide the combination 
of hardware and software to enable a customer to access pharmacy data and order prescriptions 
via a network. The system described in the Exhibits included a network server connected to 
the network that was accessible by one or more customers via the network. The Exhibits also 
show that the system was to include an application server connected to the network server and 
a database connected to the application server, the database containing information concerning 
drugs and personal information concerning one or more of the customers. The Exhibits further 
show that the system was to include an intranet server that was connected to at least a plurality 
of member pharmacies and one or more shipping facilities, with the intranet server connected 
to the application server. 
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9. The application server was configured to allow a customer to access the 
information concerning drugs and personal information concerning that customer; and provide 
each of the one or more customers with an option to transmit a prescription order to at least one 
of the plurality of member pharmacies or one of the one or more shipping facilities, wherein at 
least one prescription drug associated with the prescription order was shipped from the one of 
the one or more shipping facilities when the customer chose the option to transmit the 
prescription order to the one or more shipping facilities. 

10. The Exhibits B and C were created in the United States of America, where our 
invention was also conceived, prior to September 13, 1999.
